The Security Division has recognized that the apprehension of certain 
individuals, referred to as "Prominent Individuals," in the event the Detention Prograa 
is placed in effect, might cause the Bureau some embarrassment because these 
individuals would hold themselves out as martyrs, some public sentiment -would be 
created in their behalf, and because of their prominence the Hearing Board might , 
t«>i»fi<:a +VoTT>. TV-is TrmOd Tindonbt.edly result in considerable adverse oublicity and 
criticism of the FBI. The Security Division prepared SAC letter #61, dated August 
29, 1950 which advised the field of the type of individuals who were being placed 
in the special section of the Security index. Prominent individuals were included. 
These individuals were selected by the Security Division and the field offices in 
Tibich thev resided were advised. The field offices were instructed to appropriately 
tab the security index cards on all persons included in the special section at the 
Bureau. The field was also advised to indicate in the future when placing persons 
on the Security Index to recommend if the individual should be included in the 
special section. Biere are approxiiaately 30 individuals carried in the "Prominent: 
Individuals" section of the Security Index. Kith a few exceptions there has been 
no summary report prepared on these prominent Individuals. Die Department has 
recently been advised of their identity and the fact that they are included in the 
Security Index. Ihe Security Division has pointed out that before any of those 
prwainent individuals should be apprehended the files on each such Individual should 
be revie7.-ed at the time of an emergency to determine if their activities at that 
time fully justified their detention. It is intended that the Department approve 
•11 apprehensions of these individuals. At th^ present time, even though all reports 
have been submitted to the Department, it would be necessary for the Bureau to 
review the entire file, consisting in some instances of several sections and prepare 
a sumnary report in order to determine what facts are available for use in the event 
of the detention of the subject.

The Security Index_include3 the names_pf joerspns who are 
considered danserous~6inJoteni;ially"dan^erou3.-to the Internal security 
of the United Stltes and, as such, should be_.given_consideration for 
appr'ehension and detention in the event of an f^^^g^^^^y* /^fourltv 
dankerousness of each person whose name is included in the Security 
Index has been determined as the result of Bureau investigation. 
Durins each investigation .every effort is made to aevelop legally 
adaissible evidence by means of which the dangerousness of the 
^-dividual can be established; however, in many cases derogatory

The^ast«r Security_Index is maintained on tabulation cards 
by the Statistical Section in the Identification Building. The cards 
are filed alphabetically and only the physical preparation and main- 
tenance of these cards are handled by the Statistical Section. Any 
instructions affecting Security Index cards are giver; bj i^ 
Internal Security Section. Prom_ these tabulating cards irxformation 
is printed on white 5 by 8 cards by running the tabulating caras 
tfirou^h a Cardatvoe Machine. By this method, in each instance, three 
^ by 6 cards are' preoared, two of which are forwarded to the. field 
division which la office of origin in the Security Index case «nd 
oner<rard is maintained at the Security Index Desk. The latter card 
is filed alphabetically in an index maintained in Room 7139. One 
of the two cards forwarded to the field office is filed in an - ' 
alohabetical section of the office's Security Index and the other 
card is filed in ^tfti^ -the (J^*»aphical or SpecialjSection th^lf.

At the present time cards are forwarded tb'"the field in e«ich 
case when a new name la being -added to the Securitr Index or clxanges 
are being made to the information appearing on an SI card, tne 
present time all Security Index cards in the field have noc-^oeen 
prepared on the IBM equipment inasmuch as to make a complete chan>;o- 
over at any given time would cause too groat a delay in the processing 
-of curronl.maj;i^pn new SI cards or changes on old SI cardc. 



It la anticipated that eventually all SI cards in the field will, have 
been prepared on the "IBM equipment, thus assuring uniformity in all 
cards in the field with those at tho Bureau. At this time all, mail 
affecting SI cards is given priority handling. 

The Security Index is broken down into two sections, namely: 

1) General Section 

2) Special Section * ^. 

The General Section includes all SI cards on individuala 
that will be handled as a mass apprehension in the event of an 
emergency. SI cards in the Special Section are on individuala 
I when for one reason or ai cither the cases must receive special 
1 attention before ^any apprehensions are made in an emergency.

A« General Section 

As pointed out above, it is contemplated that the SI 
cards in the General Section will be used for a mass apprehension 
at the time the Security Index Program is placed in operation. 
This General Section corresponds to the Geographical Section of the 
Swux-ity index m -cne rieia orrices. The tabulating or punch cards 
are so punched that certain classifications (named hereafter) can 
be selected froni the entire index by processing the tabulating cards 
through a Sorting Machine* 

!• The following classifications and groups can be 
sorted from the Security Index for priority of arrest 
purposes* These breakdowns appear on Security Index 
cards in the field and at the Bureau*

The designation Detcom (coded "DG") appears on the' 
Security Index cards for individuals who will be thereby given 
priority attention when arrests are made in the event of an 
emergency. Cases falling in any of the following groups are 
tabbed Detcom: 

a) All Top Functionaries 

b) All Key Figures 

c) All individuals tabbed under the Comsab Program 

d) Any other Individual who, though not falling in 
the above groups, should be given priority arresu 
because of some peculiar circumstances*

The designation Comsab (coded 'CS") appears on all Security 
Index cards for individuals who because of their trai.ning or because 
of their position relative to vital industries or installations 
possess the potential to be Communist saboteurs, A3 pointed out 
above, all Comsab cases are tabbed Detcom and will receive priority 
attention in an emergency. 

As of December ^9 19^0, 1$02 Security Index cards were 
tabbed Comsab. . 

Key Figures and Top' Functionaries 

^ Individuals important to . the functioning and effectiveness 

of the Co mmunist Party and_j:LelatecL^oups _are_designate.d as Key 
Figures and" of" these the most important, on a. national policy-making 
Ievel~are further designated as Top. .Functionaries, The Key Figures 
and those Key Figures designated Top Functionaries are so classified 
for proTser investigation and administrative handling because they 
.are the' most dangerous to the internal security of the United States. 
Cases in these categories are never cxosea. xop riinccionary cases 
may be placed in a pending inactive status for three months. Key 
Figure cases may be placed in a pending inactive status for six 
months. At the end of the designated period their activities must 
be brought up to date and a report, subiaitted. 

As of December kf 19^0, Ig*?*? Security Index sublects were 
[ included in the Key Ficrure and Top jj'unctionary categories . Uf tnese 
["6^ are To p gunctionaries. 

The Security Index cards relating to individuals included 
in the above categories are coded either "KF" or "TP." As previously 
pointed out, all Top Functionaries and Key Figm'es are tabbed D©tcom 
and will receive priority attention in the event oX an.^ergency. 

B« Special Section 

A Special Section of the Security Index is maintained 
separately from the General Section both In the field and at the 
Bureau. 
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Th© case files on all subjects whose names were carried 
In the Special Section of the Index as of September 28, 1950» were 
reviewed by supervisors to determine: 

1) whether the Security Index card was justified by 
the results of the investigation; 

2) whether the individual's name was properly carried 
In the Special Section. 

In addition, the review covered over-all consideration on 
any subject when a recotninendation was being made that the subject's 
SI card be retained in the Special Section. The results of this over 
all review of the Special Section were incorporated in a memorandum 
dated October 11, 1950, from 'to and 

^*captioned "Special Section of the Security Index." 
That msmorandum contained the recommendations of the reviewing 
supervisors and appropriate action on the recommendations has been 
taken.

Security Index cards are filed in the appropriate- sub- 
divisions of the Special Section when for one reason or another 
special consideration should be given prior to any arrest in the 
event of an emergency • It is mandatory that SI cards be .placed ^ 
in the last k categories if the respective subject is so employed* 
Security Index cards are placed in the Espionage and Prominent 
Individuals subdivisions either on the recommendation of the super- 
visor of the individual case or the supervisor's approval of the 
field *s recomnendation. These recommendations are approved by 
the section chiefs of the Espionage and Internal Security Sections. 

The reasons for placing SI cards in the various sub- 
divisions of the Special Section are set out as follows: 
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Baplonage 

Espionage subjects are maintained in the Special Section 
I when apprehension in the event of an emergency would destroy chances 
of penetration and control of an operating Soviet espxonage parallel 
lor would destory known chances of penetration and control of a 
("sleeper" parallel. 

Prominent Individuals 

Individuals who are considered prominent are Included 
In the Special Section because their apprehension might be

United Nations and' international organization employees 
are maintained in the Special Section by reason of the fact that

Atomic Energy Program Employees

It durinff the course of a security investigation facts 
Ure developed indicating that the subject is PO^e^^^^^T fangeroua 
'to the internal security, it is incumbent upon the investigating _ 
Aeent to submit a recommendation ror rne preparacion uj. a oouu^-xuj, 
index card. Procedurally, the re^ainmensla^imalKay fl nrlR^ 
theZlfiXd„in view of the fact that they possess in the ^^/^^J;^-^ 
Bt^oT^e data necessary for the preparation of the card. However, 
in practice, the supervisor at the Seat of Government may upon 
reviewing a case determine that it is an appropriate one for ^ 
inclusion in the Security index program and may therefore instruct 
the field to submit a recommendation for a card. 

TJpon receipt of the recommendation at the Seat of Govern- 
ment, the substantive case is reviewed by the supervisor to Jetarnine 
if a Security Index card is warranted. If the supervisor determines 
that the case is clearly short of the standards for inclusion in the 
index, he so advises the field and gives the reason why the Security 
Index card is declined. If the individual c^^^s clearly within the 
standards for inclusion in the Index, the supervisor authorises the 
approval of a Security Index card and the field is so advised. If 
the case is one of a questionable nature, it may be taken by the 
supervisor to either the Section Chief or the Inspector in charge 
of the Division for final decision.

Since the Korean emergency, the standards for placing a

In addition, any individual whose activities are inimical 
io the security of the United States is included in the Security 
Index. 

These standards are adhered to very closely by all 
supervisors handling these cases. All cases in the Index can 
today be justified in accordance with these standards* In addition, 
the Index is kept currently up to date* The Field must at least 
every six months check the residence and employment of all 
individuals in the Index* At the same time the case is reviewed 
to determine if any additional action is warranted at that time.- 
Of course, individuals designated Key Figures or Top Functionaries 
receive additional attention above and beyond that described above.

As long as the Tito Government of 
Yugoslavia is aligned with the United States and its Westenx European allies 
against the Soviet Union and the Soviet satellite countries, no good purpose could 
te served in aDplying the Detention Program to the supporters of the Tito 
Government in the United States. Supporters of the Tito Government are not 
considered to Include any Communist splinter group which from time to time makes 
statements in support of Tito. hut should include those Individuals, particularly 
of Yugoslav hirth^or descent, whose support of Tito against the Cominform 
countries and Stalin is clear and unequivocal . 

At the present time the code YUG indicates the nationalistic tendency 
for Yugoslavia. This code will likewise be used in indicating the pro ^ Tito 
category in the Special Section. Field offices having subjects falling within 
this category should inform the Bureau promptly of their identities in order that 
this category in the Special Section may be" properly established. 

In all cases of additions to the Special Section *the foim FD-122 should 
be accomi^anied by a memorandum from the field office explaining specifically why 
the chance in the status of the subject should be made .

She points out that there will be a saving^ in clerical time in view of the 
fact that it will not be necessary to retype descriptions each time a changed 
Security Index card is received at the Held office and that by enclosing the 
photograph in a cellophane envelope it will be better protected, ^ . . 

Previous Consideration of Same Subject ?atter 

The above-mentioned suggestions have previously been fully considered at 
the Bureau. During the recent inspection of the Security Division the Inspector 
raised the question as to whether 2 copies of Security Index cards prepared on the 
IBM equip.nent at the Bureau, in cases where Form FD-122 is received recommending a 
change in the information on the Security Index card, should continue to be sent 
tiie field in view of the additional clerical work entailed in this procedure, 

A survey of Bureau Offices having the most Security Index cards was con- 
ducted. The results of this survey were submitted in a memorandum from 
to dated December 8, 1950, captioned "Security Index Cards. It was pointed 

out in that memorjindum that the additional clerical time consumed in .any one field 
divisio:! in handling Security Index cards xinder the present procedure of forwarding 
chanji^d Security Index cards prepared at the Bureau is nominal even if descriptions 
have to be retyped each tine a changed card is received inasmuch as at this time only 
approxiTiately 1$ to 80 changes on Security Index cards are received daily at the 
Bureau from all field divisions. It was also pointed out that the small amount of 
clerical time expended in any one field division is certainly offset by the necessity 
and importance of maintaining Sec\u:iby Index cards in all field^ divisions in a 
uniform manner. ' ^ 



The stapling of a card containing a description to the back of each 
Security Index card vrould double the physical size of the Index and make it more 
•cuaibersoTie and as the cards are used and handled it is believed that the physical 
condition of the cards would soon get into an undesirable condition* 

It is not desirable that photographs be placed in cellophane envelopes 
to be attached to Security Index cards* This would not serve any practical puipose 
due to the infrequent changes on any one Security Index card*
